On September 14th 


The National Parks Service of the 
Department of Mines and Resources, 
Ottawa, has just issued the Regula- 


tions regarding migratory birds for 


the current year. A summary of the 
regulations as they apply to North- 
ern Alberta follows: 


‘OPEN SEASONS 
+ Both Dates Inclusive — 
Ducks, Geese, Rails,’ Coots: and 
Wilson's or Jack-snipe 

In that part of Alberta lying to the 
south of Athabaska and Clearwater 
Rivers, and to the north of the centre 
of the track of the main line of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway through 
Duthil, Calgary, Strathmore, Medi- 
cine Hat and Walsh: From one-half 


-hour before sunrise September 14 to 


one-half hour after sunset November 
18." 

There is a closed season through- 
out the year on Hider Ducks, Wood 
Ducks, Swans, Cranes, Curlew, Wil- 
lets, Godwits, Upland Plover, Black- 


‘bellied and Golden Plover, Greater 


and Lesser Yellow-legs, Avocets, Do-

Swifts, Tanagers, Titmice, Thrushes, 
Vireos, Warblers, Waxwings, Whip-

No person shall kill, hunt, capture, 
injure, take or molest any migratory 
game birds during the closed season;

The taking of the nests or eggs of 
migratory game, migratory insectiv- 
orous and migratory non-game birds 
is prohibited. 

The killing, hunting, capturing, tak- 
ing or molesting of migratory inn- 
sectivorous and migratory non-game 
birds, their nests or eggs is prohib- 
ited. - 

The possession of migratory game 
birds killed during the open season 
is allowed in Alberta until March 31 
following open season. 

Ducks 12 in any day, Geese 5 in any 
day, Coots and Rails:25 in any day, 
Wilson's or Jack-snipe 25 in any day, 
and not more than 25 Geese, or more 
than 100 Rails and Coots in the ag- 
gregate in one season. 

No one shall have in his possession 
at any time more than 36 ducks. 

Guns, Appliances and Hunting 
Methods 

The use of automatic (auto-load- 
ing) guns or swivel, or machine guns, 
or battery, or rifle, or shot-gun loaded 
with a single bullet, or any gun larg- 
er than number 10 gauge is prohib- 
ited, and the use of any aeroplane, 
power-boat, sail boat, live birds as 
decoys, night light, and shooting from 
any vehicle drawn by a draught ani- 
mal or from a motor vehicle is for- 
bidden. The hunting of migratory 
game birds on areas baited with grain 
or other artificial food is prohibited, 

The shooting of migratory game 
birds earlier than one-half hour be- 
fore sunrise or later than one-half 
hour after sunset is probibited. 

The pénalty for violation of the mi- 
gratory bird laws is a fine of not 
more than three hundred dollars and 
not less than ten dollars, or imprison- 
ment for a term not exceeding six 
months, or both fine and imprison- 
ment.
